M-RAHM’S READY TO LIGHT IT UP

Chicago’s first Jewish mayor will flip the 
switch during the 98th annual tree lighting 
ceremony in Daley Plaza on Wednesday 

But unlike Wisconsin Gov. Scott Walker, 
who recently insisted on calling the Wscon- 
sin State Capitol’s evergreen a “Christmas 
tree,” Mayor Emanuel intends to refer to the 
towering Tannenbaum at the city’s center as a 
“holiday tree,” spokeswoman Tarrah Cooper 
said. 

When asked why it was important for the 
mayor to light the tree, Emanuel cited the 
holiday season as a time for people across 
Chicago to come together. Cooper said. 

The 55-foot Colorado spruce from south- 
west suburban Western Springs will feature 
5,800 multicolored LED lights and a five- 
pointed star perched on the top. 

Former Mayor Richard M. Daley usually 
lit what he called the Christmas tree— and 
as it was still referred to on the city website 
Tuesday— along with a celebrity guest, Daley 
spokeswoman Jackie Heard said. He will not 
attend Wednesday’s festivities, she said. 

The city has issued permits this year for a 
variety of holiday displays in Daley Plaza— 


both secular and religious, 
including a Santa house, 
a Nativity scene and a 
menorah. In the past, an 
Islamic star and crescent also 
shared the plaza, but no appli- 
cation for those was received this 
year. 

Emily Soloff, associate director for 
interrehgious and intergroup relations 
for the American Jewish Committee, 
commended the may- 
or’s decision and ra- 
tionale for lighting 
the tree. 

“Those for whom 
it isn’t a religious sym- 
bol relate to it for the 
symbol of happiness and 
joy that we all as Chica- 
goans can experience this 
season,” Soloff said. “'ITiat 
adds to our civic pride and 
our feelings of being a com- 
munity that we all share in 
a part of this 
season.’

A jury convicted him in 2008 of using his 
clout with Blagojevich and scheming with 
Stuart Levine, a longtime Republican political 
insider, to extort millions of dollars from firms 
who were seeking state business or regulatory 
approval* 

Then, in October 2010, Rezko pleaded 
guilty to a separate federal fraud charge over 
the bogus sale of his pizza restaurants. He still 
is to be sentenced for that conviction.

'I'antawi spoke on the fourth straight day of 
protests and clashes in Cairo and beyond, in 
which more than 30 people have died and almost 
2,000 have been injured, the Health Ministry 
said. 

Egypt^s Interior Ministry said Monday that 
102 officers and conscripts have been injured, 
with wounds ranging from gunshots to burns 
from Molotov cocktails. One officer was shot in 
the head. 

'The nation^s Cabinet offered to resign Mon- 
day, with one minister citing concern over the 
violence in Cairo^s 'Tahrir Square. Tantawi said 
that resignation is accepted, but the current 
government will remain as a caretaking body un- 
til a new prime minister is named to form a new 
government. 

'The Supreme Council of the Armed Forces 
began leading the country after protesters oust- 
ed former President Hosni Mubarak in Febru- 
ary Tantawi did not announce any changes to the 
Supreme Councirs role. 

He emphasized that the Supreme Council is 
committed to a transition to a civilian authority 
and said elections will be held on time.

Spirit of New Orleans

If a spirit was to be distilled in New Orleans, 
it wouldn’t be gin. Too hoity-toity Vodka 
would be too boring. Whiskey? Its Southern 
neighbors already do that, and New Orleans 
copies no one. Which leaves rum— a party 
drink for a party town, if ever there was one. 

No surprise, then, that the home of joie de 
vivre is also the home of Old New Orleans 
Rum. Founded in the mid-’90s by New 
Orleans artist James Michalopoulos, Old 
New Orleans manufactures three rums for 
its I o -state distribution zone— Crystal (best 
suited for cocktails), Cajun Spice and Amber, 
a three-year aged version. 

The three sell evenly in southern Loui- 
siana, but outside of the region, the Cajun 
Spice is the big seller. Its ingredients include 
cayenne, chicory allspice, clove, ginger, cin- 
namon and— further evidence of a seamless 
marriage between city and spirit— caramel 
made lOO pounds at a time in large crawfish 


pots behind the distillery 

“Louisiana is famous for growing sugar 
cane, drinking and having a good time, and 
no one was making anything out of it,” said 
Parker Schonekas, general manager of Old 
New Orleans Rum. “No one was taking it 
from the raw step to the finished product.” 

As with much of New Orleans, the 
aftermath of Hurricane Katrina was a major 
blow to Old New Orleans; eight feet of water 
flooded the distillery, which was built as a 
cotton warehouse in the i88 os. A limited 
edition lo-year aged rum available at the dis- 
tillery spent several days floating in Katrina 
water. 

“You see the waterline eight feet 
above your head in the cypress columns,” 
Schonekas said. “Every time I tell the story 
I have an image of the barrels floating in the 
water. It just seems crazy to me.” 

The rum— like the city and its spirit— en- 
dures.

Michelle Williams passed up a chair, instead 
sitting on the floor in the Beverly Hills Hotel’s 
private dining lounge, sipping a cup of tea. 

“Much more comfortable,” she said, cross- 
ing her legs and unwrapping a granola bar. 

The night before, Williams, 31, had flown 
into L.A. for 48 hours from the Michigan lo- 
cation of “Oz: The Great and Powerful,” in 
which she is playing Glinda the good witch. 

Now, however, Williams was focusing on 
another enchanting woman who weaved her 
magic on American cinema: Marilyn Monroe. 
Williams stars as the iconic starlet in the indie 
film “My Week with Marilyn,” based on Co- 
lin Clark’s book of the same name that opens 
Wednesday 

It chronicles the author’s experience of 
spending a week with Monroe in 1956 while 
she was in England shooting the romantic 
comedy “The Prince and the Showgirl” oppo- 
site Sir Laurence Olivier. 

“This isn’t the Marilyn Monroe story so the 
movie is not a tragedy” Williams said. “It’s a 
movie that Marilyn Monroe happens to be a 
character in.” 

It’s also the type of movie that may reso- 


nate with Oscar voters. Williams has been 
Oscar-nominated twice, as best supporting 
actress for “Brokeback Mountain” and best 
actress for the 2010 drama “Blue Valentine.” 
Now, as she embodies one of Hollywood’s 
own, Williams may find herself on a winning 
streak. Between 2000 and 2010, seven best 
actress Oscar wins were for roles depicting 
real people, including Sandra Bullock (“The 
Blind Side”), Marion Cotillard (“La Vie en 
Rose”) and Helen Mirren (“The Queen”). 

Williams laughed off the thought. 

“I’m just relieved that I paid a proper hom- 
age, because I didn’t want to let her down,” 
she said. 

She was referring to Monroe and the re- 
search and physical transformation it took to 
embody the legendary actress. 

“I watched every movie countless times,” 
Williams explained. “The Internet became a 
great research tool. There were a few fronts 
that were up and running simultaneously— 
the physical, the facade and her essence.” 

One of those was the way Monroe moved. 
Williams described it as “a series of continu- 
ous poses, completely fluid, but at any point 
if you stopped, you could take a picture and it 


would be a perfectly set up pose. 

“It looked like she loved her body, loved 
touching her body, loved referencing it, loved 
being able to guide people’s attention to 
where she wanted them to look.” 

Though in person the waif-like Williams 
bears little physical resemblance to Monroe, 
in the film, she is as voluptuous as Monroe. 

Were those her real hips? Or padding? Can 
she talk about which body parts were hers and 
which weren’t? 

‘Apparently not,” she said. ‘Apparently my 
director had some other ideas about it. 

“I was definitely heavier than I am now, but 
I really don’t know how much,” she added. 
“But there are ways that she and I will never 
meet physically Lor certain things, no mat- 
ter what I do, I won’t be able to achieve that 
sameness. ... I was never going to get a body 
like hers!” 

Williams was keenly aware of Monroe’s trag- 


ic side— the pills, the alcohol, the marriages 
and her co-dependency on other people. 

“Something about her said, ‘Love me, pro- 
tect me,’ and a lot of people took that on and 
felt a kind of devotion to her,” she said. 

Many people felt a similar protectiveness to- 
ward Williams when, in 2008, her ex-boyfriend 
and “Brokeback Mountain” co-star Heath 
Ledger died of an accidental drug overdose, 
making the actress a single mother to their 
daughter, Matilda, who now is 6 years old. 

Though Williams declined to drudge up 
that past, she did say that unlike Marilyn, “I’m 
not in as needy of a place, although I think I 
was when I played the [Marilyn] role. I found 
myself becoming far more dependent and 
clingy in a way that I had never done before. 

“Luckily, I have a stabilizing force, which 
is my daughter. I often think, if Marilyn had 
a kid, she would have pulled through, I re- 
ally do.”

The based-on-a-true-story heart of “My 
Week with Marilyn” echoes “Notting Hill”: 
Lowly production assistant Colin Clark (Ed- 
die Redmayne), still giddy to be working on 
his first movie, increasingly acquires the trust 
of the Hollywood icon (Michelle Williams) 
while she films “The Prince and the Showgirl” 
with Sir Laurence Olivier (Kenneth Branagh) 
in 1956 England. 

Sometimes Marilyn’s a mess of insecurity 
and line-flubbing; other times she’s magnetic, 
turning lives upside down with only a smile. 

Her glow inspires fawning, and Colin can’t help 
but long— as so many young men have hoped 
with women both famous and otherwise — to 
get closer to such unknowable beauty 

Adrian Hodges’ script could never be called 
unconventional. The film’s bursting with 
spunk and lively performances, though, from 
Judi Dench (as Monroe’s on-set surrogate 
mother figure, actress Dame Sybil Thorndike), 
Dominic Cooper (as producer Milton Greene) 
and Julia Ormond as Vivien Leigh. Emma 
Watson, as a wardrobe girl stood up by Colin 
once he gains Marilyn’s attention, has little to 
do in the film’s weakest plotline. 

While Redmayne gives presence to a role 
that’s mostly an observer— Colin is the eyes 
through which we’re meant to see Marilyn, 
her girlish vulnerability and sexpot savvy — the 
movie belongs to Branagh and Williams. He’s 
the dapper talent ready to flip out over his 
leading lady and she’s the star who doubts her 
talent but never the power that the breathy 
softness in her voice can wield. She causes 
mob scenes and can turn on the charm at 
a moment’s notice, but “Marilyn,” though 
certainly not the first film on the topic, effec- 
tively suggests the anguish that resulted from 
Monroe having such a keen awareness of what 
people wanted her to be— and no more. 

It adds up to wonderfully crowd-pleasing 
Oscar bait that, for my money, registers as 
far more enthralling than this year’s win- 
ner, “The King’s Speech,” because of the 
complicated character at its center and 
the tension between fame and talent. 

Colin, losing his innocence under 
the most extraordinary circumstances, 
struggles to reconcile the Marilyn he 
sees in person with the one he sees on the 
screen. Ultimately some of the most intrigu- 
ing aspects of the legend were her efforts to 
repurpose what she put on the screen into 
everyday life.

James McAvoy does his dubbing duty

Scottish actor James McAvoy does most of 
his work these days in American projects 
such as “X-Men: First Class” and “The 
Conspirator.” But he’s not forgetting 
where he came from. At 32, he’s starring 
in fellow Brit Danny Boyle’s heist picture, 
“Trance.” And anytime there’s a bit of ani- 
mation to be done in the U.K., count him 
present. From the sleeper hit “Gnomeo 
and Juliet,” which made him into a garden 
gnome Romeo, to the new 3-D animated 
‘Arthur Christmas,” which has him play- 
ing Santa’s passionate but accident-prone 
son, McAvoy is making his mark as a voice 
actor as well. ‘Arthur Christmas” opens 
Wednesday We caught up with McAvoy at 
his London flat. 



Is it your patriotic duty that 
makes you sign on to anything 
animated in Great Britain? 

Ha ha! It’s my Bnancial duty I 
think. But I’ve been dead lucky 
at picking these parts, haven’t 
I? I love doing movies that kids 
can watch (he and wife Anne- 
Marie Duff have a toddler). 

** Arthur Christmas” is a particu- 
larly British cartoon, isn’t it? 

Well, it’s Aardman Studios 
(of the “Wallace & Gromit” 
movies). They’re a fantastically 
idiosyncratic studio. I know 
they made this for Sony but the 
film has their British heart— a 
very British sensibility And 
even over here in the U.K., their 
humor is just odd and distinct. 

I think there’s an integrity to 
the characters as well. The 
film is arguably about the fight 
to maintain the integrity of 


Christmas. That’s what Arthur 
stands for, making sure not one 
gift isn’t delivered. 

When animators come calling, 
what qualities do they tell you 
they’re looking for in your 
voice? Because you don’t do 
a Full Monty Scots accent in 
these. 

I ask every time, and I don’t 
know Tbu don’t audition for 


them. They’ve auditioned you 
by taking some animation and 
putting your voice from other 
movies onto it. They look at 
a lot of actors that way to see 
which one fits. Tbu’ve got the 
job, but you don’t know how 
you got it. I always want to 
know, “Which incarnation of 
my accent and voice are you 
wanting?” 


Holidays in America are all 
about the traditional mov- 
ies and TV shows families 
re-watch during the season. 
Were there movies your family 
watched every holiday season 
in Scotland? 

Oh, I loved “The Nightmare 
Before Christmas.” But you 
know, in Scotland, “Star Wars” 
was on TV every Christmas. 
Loved that. And I don’t know 
if it was a good movie or not, 
but I loved “Santa Claus: The 
Movie,” with Dudley Moore, 
when I was a kid. 

Do you finish “Trance” in time 
to be home for the holidays? 

Oh yeah. I’ve got one more day 
in France, on “Trance,” and then 
it’s home to the family, with too 
much food, lots of Christmas 
films on the telly and too much 
cheap chocolate!

show kids the value of old-fashioned, unceas-

ing effort. So “Arthur Christmas” has plenty of 
positivity going for it, as well as both sweetness 
(in her optimistically inquisitive letter to Santa, 
Gwen writes, “T think you arc real, but how do 
you do it?”) and a speedy cleverness that often 
delivers another joke before the last one has 
time to register. 

The movie, which recognizes Christmas 
largely as a chance for presents rather than a 
time for family bonding, misses an opportunity 
to explore how the North Pole population 
spends the rest of the year. 

A^tayhc then Santa wouldn’t have such an 
identity crisis over the idea of not being Santa 
anymore, since perhaps he spends the year fly- 
fishing or dress-making or whatever. That sort 
of patient character examination would slow 
down “Arthur Christmas,” whose humor often 
will go over kids’ heads, and temper a pace that 
will exhaust most adult viewers— which seems 
like the opposite of why parents go to movies 
in the first place.

The story of Hugo (Asa Butterfield), a young 
orphan who lives in the walls of a 1930s Paris 
train station, speaks more to viewers old 


enough to understand loss and experience 
nostalgia for early discoveries. 

John Logan’s script (from the award- 
winning “The Invention of Hugo Cabret” by 
Brian Selznick) sometimes creaks like the 
gears of the giant clocks Hugo operates. No 
one would accuse “Hugo” of moving too fast. 

It features a winning turn from Ben King- 
sley (as the godfather to Chloe Moretz, who 
plays Hugo’s only friend) and memorable 
supporting characters (Sacha Baron Cohen, 
Emily Mortimer, Michael Stuhlbarg) who 
often feel like they stepped out of a silent 
film.

Seventeen years after the release of her breakthrough album, 
“My Life,” MaryJ. Blige offers up a sequel— “My Life II: ... The 
Journey Continues (Act i).” 

“The first My Life’ album was about healing and helping 
people get through things,” the singer said. “Now there’s 
recession, there’s war and there’s people really not feeling good 
about life anymore. So it’s time, because people need to feel 
the hug that comes through music.” 

At 40, Blige has cemented her place as an R&B icon, with 
50 million in worldwide album sales and nine Grammys. And 
lately she’s been honing her acting chops, taking on the role of a nightclub owner in the big- 
screen adaptation of “Rock of Ages,” starring Tom Cruise, Catherine Zeta-Jones and Russell 
Brand.

It’s Still Jackson’s music— just not as good

This early into the musical afterlife of 
Michael Jackson, it’s hard to know how to 
react to something like “Immortal.” Should 
we be excited about an officially sanctioned 
DJ mix/score to the new Cirque du Soleil 
production of the same name, peppered with 
odd vocal interludes, weird New Age accents, 
crazy funk breakdowns and something called 
“The Mime Segment”? Or should we reserve 
our enthusiasm for whatever lies in the 
archive that’s rarer and/or more revealing of 
our fallen superstar, no doubt waiting in the 
wings for the next prime-time opportunity? 

More precisely: Whose interest is “Immor- 
tal” serving? Is the goal to expand Jackson as 
an artist, an estate, a brand or a visionary? 

Big questions out of the way (and unad- 
dressed), “Immortal” is a double-disc mix of 
Jackson’s hits both as a solo artist and as a 
member of the Jacksons and the Jackson 5. 
(It’s also available in a single-disc “highlights” 
version.) It was compiled and recontextual- 
ized by Kevin Antunes in much the same 
way that George Martin and Giles Martin 


III! Iiniiiortal 

#### MichaelJackson 


reworked the Beatles’ catalog for the Cirque 
production and soundtrack to “Love,” the 
dance company’s interpretation of the 
Liverpool band’s oeuvre. “Immortal” also is, 
at its worst, way cheesier than “Love,” filled 
with easy-listening strings, spoken-word 
interludes buried in spooky echo and curi- 
ous pacing. 

But to call it a mixtape of Jackson’s 
music isn’t entirely accurate, because 
the soundtrack is beholden to the 
Cirque/“Immortal” storyline and therefore 
sequenced not for the dance floor but for 
a Las Vegas-style production. As a result, a 
wildly inventive remix, such as what Antunes 
does for “Dancing Machine,” barely gets 
going before grinding to a halt a few minutes 
in and we’re stuck with a young Michael, sur- 
rounded by the sounds of wild animals in the 
jungle, singing a tribal version of “Ben.” And 
the composition built around Jackson’s vocal 


hook in Rockwell’s “Somebody’s Watching 
Me” serves little purpose as an audio-only ex- 
perience other than to remind listeners that 
Michael made some serious artistic missteps 
in his life. 

But aside from a few weird choices, none 
of this is Antunes’ fault. After all, who’d want 


to fiddle with “Human Nature,” “Beat It” or 
“Billie Jean,” some of the most popular songs 
of the past half-century? That he mostly pulls 
it off is a testament to his abilities as a sound 
designer, though it’s not rich enough to 
make this essential listening. For that, there’s 
“Thriller” and “Off the Wall.”

The Friday after Thanksgiving earned its 
“Black” nickname years ago because it was the 
shopping day that moved retailers’ ledgers out 
of the red and into the black. That’s not a sure 
thing these days, but the adjective still fits, giv- 
en the trend toward nocturnal store openings. 

Chains such as Best Buy Macy’s, Kohl’s and 
some Target stores are opening at the stroke 
of midnight, rather than 4 or 5 a.m. like last 
year. Toys RUs and a few others up the ante to 
10 p.m. on Thanksgiving Day 

Debating whether to pull an all-nighter 
at the outlet mall despite the tryptophan in 
that turkey? Read the fine print on ads to see 
whether the deals you crave are available in 
the days leading up to and after Thanksgiving. 
Many retailers, including Kohl’s, are offer- 
ing the savings on their websites starting on 
Thanksgiving. Shopping from the couch with 
a second slice of pie may prove more tempting 


than midnight madness. 

Still, hot items such as discounted electron- 
ics go fast, so if those are on your list, snoozing 
could mean losing. At Wal-Mart, Black Friday 
pricing on toys starts at 10 p.m. on Thanks- 
giving, when an Xbox 360 4GB console with 
Kinect will be priced at $199.96, including 
“Kinect Adventures” game, wireless control- 
ler, composite AV cable and one-month Xbox 
Live gold membership, plus a $50 Wal-Mart 
gift card, about.com couponing guide Don- 
na Montaldo said. Wal-Mart’s electronics 
sale starts at midnight, with one preview ad 
mentioning a 46 -inch Samsung LCD TV for 
$598, an Amazon Kindle Fire for $199, a $49 
LG DVD player, a $248 HP AMD dual-core 
laptop and an Emerson 32-inch LCD TV for 
$188.

The new “Jersey Shore” line from renowned glass 
ornament company Kurt S. Adler stands approximately 
5 inches tall, and finds the MTV reality stars immortal- 
ized in plastic doing what they do best: Snooki poses in 
a too-short glitter dress. The Situation holds his shirt up 
to reveal his abs and Pauly D shows off his biceps and 
headphones. 

The ornaments were sold on HSN earlier this month 
during the shopping network’s ‘A Very Snooki Holiday 
Gift Special,” during which the pint-size reality star 
sometimes known as Nicole Polizzi sold her new Snooki 
perfume, a line of handbags, and slippers and sunglasses. 


She also sold replicas of Crocodilly the stuffed animal 
who has seen things no creature, stuffed or otherwise, 
ever should, in the “Jersey Shore” house. 

A spokesperson for HSN— where the ornament trio 
sold for $24.95— said the complete Snooki swag line, 
save the handbags, sold out, with fans snapping up 8,000 
pieces of merchandise in about an hour when Polizzi ap- 
peared Nov. 10.

For many aching backs, getting a professional 
massage is an infrequent luxury leaving relief 
from muscle kinks and tension to the gener- 
ous, if unreliable, hands of loved ones. 

And so, barring such kindness, as one often 
must, we can knead our own knots using self- 
massage tools. 

Many of these tools, such as the Original 


Backnobber, apply direct and sustained pres- 
sure to trigger points, which are hyperirrita- 
ble spots on taut muscle that are painful upon 
compression. The sensitive spots, thought to 
be caused by overuse of the muscle, can radi- 
ate pain to other areas, cause muscle weak- 
ness and restrict range of motion. 

Others, such as the Original Body Stick or 
The Grid, roll over surrounding muscle and 


connective tissue (fascia) as well as trigger and 
reflex points, which helps loosen the whole area. 

“The combination of both is what you re- 
ally want to do,” said massage therapist Mau- 
reen Moon, who is based in Boulder, Colo. 
“Roll around the muscle on the fascia first, 
then do some trigger points, then go back to 
the rolling.” 

As a general guideline. Moon recommends 


using self-massagers every three days or so, 
and it helps to apply ice and soak in a hot Ep- 
som-salt bath for 20 minutes each before and 
after the massage. Have a trigger-point chart 
on hand so you know where to focus. 

If possible, it helps to still see a licensed 
massage therapist on a regular basis to iden- 
tify and address the most relevant muscle sys- 
tems, Moon said.

A recent study finds that chewing gum daily may have no effect on losing weight, tribune file 


Gulp! Chewing gum may 
not equal weight loss

Some people chew sugar-free gum as a weight 
loss strategy, but does it work? A recent online 
study in the journal Obesity finds that chew- 
ing gum daily may have no effect on losing 
weight. 

The eight-week study included 201 over- 
weight or obese adults, about half of whom 
were randomly put in an intervention group 
and told to chew gum daily for at least 90 min- 
utes at specific times throughout the day The 
others were part of a control group that did 
not chew gum. Both groups were given nutri- 
tional information and told to continue their 
regular activity programs. 


By the end of the study there were no 
significant changes in weight or body mass 
index in either group. Waist circumference 
and blood pressure decreased slightly in both 
groups, but by about the same amount. 

In a questionnaire taken by those in the 
gum group, there was moderate agreement 
that chewing gum diminished snack cravings 
and helped them stay on their diets and cut 
back on eating after meals and late at night. 

In the study, which was funded by a grant 
from the Wrigley Science Institute, the au- 
thors noted that longer studies may be need- 
ed to see if gum chewing has any “likely subtle 
effects” on body weight and health.

Divorce is bad 
for your health

It’s officially over: Demi Moore and Ashton 
Kutcher are splitsville. Moore, 49, and Kutcher, 
33, had been married six years. 

Moore released a statement in which she 
said, ‘As a woman, a mother and a wife there 
are certain values and vows that I hold sacred, 
and it is in this spirit that I have chosen to move 
forward with my life.” 

Divorce is a heavy subject to contemplate, and 
it comes with health consequences as well. Ac- 
cording to a 2006 study published in the Jour- 
nal of Marriage and Family middle-aged women 
who are divorced are 60 percent more likely to 
develop cardiovascular disease than their mar- 
ried counterparts. Divorce didn’t seem to wors- 
en the outlook for men— though that may just 
be due to the fact that they start dealing with 
heart disease at a much earlier age than women. 

In any case, a 2011 study presented at the 
American Sociological Association annual 


meeting showed that women tend to gain 
weight after marriage, but men put on the 
pounds after divorce. 

Unhappy marriages, however, don’t do much 
good for your health either. According to a 
2006 study in the Journal of Health and Social 
Behavior, “marital strain accelerates the typi- 
cal decline in self-rated health that occurs over 
time” and “this adverse effect is greater at older 
ages.” That’s partly because such strain is a 
source of stress, which can weaken the immune 
system, among other things. These seemed 
about as true for men as for women. 

But whether getting married or divorced, it 
should be noted from the 2011 study both sexes 
generally seemed to gain weight in a period of 
marital change. That’s likely because both men 
and women deal with financial strain, stress and 
other challenges in the wake of such events. 

On top of all those pressing issues, Moore 
may have to deal with her Twitter handle too.
